Finn 
hai nine boardern, moit of fhMn in the 
theatrical profession. 

We<lne8diiy iiif,'ht sli" roiniiLiin'^d of 
cramps in the stomach and shortly allcr- 
ward went to bed. She grew woisf, 
pnrging and vomiting. A doctor was 
■ent for, but he failed to respond. By 
midnight the nitire honsehold was 
aronied and excited at the girl's con 
tion. Mrs. Finn had her reiiiowd to the 
Lyons home, where Dr. Kaue pro- 
nounced her • mfftMr from Ailatic 
cholera. 

How tb« girl contracted the disease is 
s Btyitery, and intenna excitement pre- 
Ti^ in the tenement honae from which 

ahe had been removed. 

Mayor Grant has iasued a proclama- 
tion to the public, in which he says the 
health department has showed entire 
competence to deal with the cholera. He 
anticipates no spread of the epidemic, 
and asks the people to have confidence 
in the provisions adopted by the board 
for the safety of the people. He also 
invites their aid in enforcing sanitary 
reKulatious for the niaintenanoe of 
health. 

The board of coroners will co-ope- 
rate with the health board in combating 
the disefUif, and all the coroners ana 
their i)hyKician8 are retpiested to be on 
duty every day so as to meet all emerg- 
encies. It was decided by the health 
board to aend all immigrants who are 
eick on Ellis Island directly to North 
Brothers Island by boat, instead, of 
through the city as formerly.

Buffalo, Sept. 16. — The National 
League clubs met here yesterday. The 
hour of meeting waa set for lu o'clock, 
but it was nearer 11 whan the meeting 
was rapped to order by Republican 
State Committeeman John N. Scatch- 
erd. Prayer waa offered, and then Mr. 
Hcatcherd in a few happy remarke in- 
troduced Sapreme Conn Judge Albert 
Haight, who made a brief addreas of 
welcome. 

President Clarkson, on behalf of the 
clubs, thanked the speaker for the hearty 

welcome. 

On account of the liriit attendance 
tho president deferred uie delivery of 
his annual address imtU the afternoon 

session. > • 

The roll call showed that all the states 
and territories were repreeented except 
the following: Alabama, (Georgia, Lou- 
isiana, Maine, Minnesota, Missouri, 
^Mississippi, Montana, New Hampshire, 
North and South Carolina, North and 
South Dakota, Oregon. Vermont, Wash- 
ington, Wyoming, Oklahoma and New 
Mexico. 

It was voted to admit the American 
Republican College league to member- 
ship in the organisation. 

Qeaeral Clarkson announced that 
committees were to be app<^inted on cre- 
denticds, order of business, resolutions, 
league work, time and place of the next 
convention. 

The roll of otatea and territories was 
called and the dMirmaa of delegations 
named the memben of the oonuaittee 
on credentiala. The ooaveation then 
adjourned until t p. m. 

At 8 o'clock in the afternoon there 
were not forty people preeent, alfhoogh 
the afternoon session had been called for 
S o'clock. It was estimated that out of 
1,019 delegatee cmly about 800 were pres- 
ent. It was 8:80 when the convention 
was called to order and President Clark- 
son asked the delegates to come 
to the front seats. Delegate Squires, of 
Ohio, arose and said that there was no 
doubt there would have been a much 
larger attendance had not the date been 
su(Ulen]y changed. The present date, 
too, contlicte<l with the urand Army 
meeting at Washington, and so he de- 
sired to offer a resolution that the an- 
nual conventions be fixed for a certain 
date, and he named the first Wednesday 
in May of each year. The resolution was 
referred to the committee on time and 
place of meetings. 

Mr. Harsh, of Iowa, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution;

The reports of the states upon the 
growth of club." and the progress of the 
state league were th'-n c alleil for. and 
all except Arkansas submitted encour- 
aging reports. 

After t r ansac ti ng some routine busi 
luss adjournment waa taken for the 
day. 

Next year's convention will be held at 
Louisville. The date will be selected by 
t he national executive committee.

An organized gang of desperadoes has 
been miaking war on the interesteol 
stockmen for some time, and the 16asw 
of cattle have been heavy. 

The smugglen ara led by Bolio Men- 
doia and thmr plan of operations have 
been to make a raid upon some ranch on 
thia side of the border at night and drive 
the oaittle aoroee the river into Mexico, 
whera they would be driven into the 
mountains and later on find their way to 
Mexican markets. 

Monday night Mendoza and ten com- 
rades reached the ranch of Michael Len- 
dover, near Presidio. They started to 
drive oil IKK) head of cattle. A Mexican 
herder gave the alarm, and twenty-five 
men from the ranch started in pursuit. 

A running Are with Winchesters was 
kept up for half an hour, during which 
Charles Thomas, supuriutendent of the 
ranch, and Juan Pelaaooe, a cowboy, 
wero' killed, while the yiinugglers lost 
three men. The surviving smugglers 
retreated across the river and are hiding 
in the mountains.

Irrigation Working Woadors. 

Wabhiho'ton, Sept. 16.— The census 
bureau has issued a bulletin upon the 
general subject of irrigation In the 
western states. It is shown that of the 
124,808 farms enumerated in the arid re- 
gion in June, 1880, 83,584 or 48.18 per 
cent, contained land on which crope 
wen raised in 1889 by the artificial mp- 
plication of water, the entire area of 
I:md irrigated being 8,S64,416 acres, 
•in.': 2 per cent, of the total area of the 
'13,084 irrigated forms, 0.66 per cent, of 
the total area of the whole number of 
farms entxmerated and about one-half of 
1 per cent, of the total land area of the 
end region^

A new bill on revenue and taxation has 
been reported in the House at P'rankfort 
and is now being considered. Among its 
important features are the following: 
"The bill provides that all ( orpurations, 
whether incorporated under the new laws 
of this State and In their transactions 
confined to the limits of the State, and 
all corporations that are subject by law 
to the regulation! of interstate commerce, 
and all railroads and all foreign life, acci- 
dent and tire insurance companies, and 
building and loan associations, etc., are 
made to pay a tax on their corporate fran- 
chises. The corporations that are subject 
toregolatipna by the laws of interstate 
commerce, in addition to their assessed 
property subject to taxation in this State, 
pay a franchised tax based ui>on the net 
earnings. All other corporations, except 
foreign life, accident and fire inimrance 
companies, etc., and building jan'd loan 
associations, pay a franchise tax upon 
whatever difference there may be be- 
tween the capital stock at its market 
value and tlieir assessed ijrojierty. 

"The amendments proposed by the 
committee simplify the bill, so far as it 
relates to corporations, by classifying 
them and taxing them on a tmif<mn basis 
so far as possible. 

"The assessment of industrial cbrpo- 
rations is left to tlie Assessors, subject to 
appeal as to the value of their franchise 
to the County Jud)?e, who may from evi- 
dence chanvje the valuation. His valua- 
tion is Unal. Other corporations, except 
railroads,are as s e esed by the State Assess 
ment Commission, composed of Secretary 
of State, the Auditor and the Railroad 
Commission. Railroads are aaeeeeed by 
the Railroad Commis-iion. 

" All taxes collected are |)aid directly 
into the Treasury, and at the time of pay- 
ment a statement thereof is tiled by the 
persons paying same with tlie Secretary 
of State.; 

The Sheriff is made the collector of 
all State and county revenue from every 
st)urce in his county, except license tax, 
which is collected by the County Clerk. 
The Sheriff's commissions are as fixed by 
the liresent law, excejit that in no event 
shall his salary amount to more than 
f4,000 per annum independent of the pay 
of a deputy or dei)Uties, whose individual 
salaries shall not exceed $1,800 per an- 
num. 

"In all cases where penalties are at- 
tachetl to delimjuenls for the non pay- 
ment of taxes the officer collectin;; the 
taxes is paid out of the penalties. The 
County Court appoints Auditor's .Vgents, 
and instead of their fees being paid by 
the State, they are paid from the penal- 
ties, and all money collected by them is 
jiaid directly into the treasurj', and state- 
ments thereof tiled with the Secretary of 
State at the time of each payment. To 
all taxes that are not paid by the first day 
of October there attaches a penalty of 
20 per cent. This is done because there 
is no power i>f distraint ^;iven the SheriH 
until after the tax-payer becomes delin- 
quent, and this penalty is attached to 
(ompt 1 the payment of all taxes by Oc- 
tober!." ^

(kpUin Heflin in company with City 
Physician Owens spent yesterday at Cin- 
cinnati in cnnRultation with the health au- 
thoritiea of tliat pla(;e in reference to the 
qoarantine regulations referred to else- 
where. He reached home shortly after 8 
o'clock, and was present at the Council 
meeting later, inunifesting throughout a 
most laudable desire to do all in his 
power to place the city in thorough sani- 
tary conditioni and );iiar<l as (i\r as possi- 
ble against the threatened epidemic. 

After Ooaneil adjoomed heipent some 
tinM oonierrin^' u ith the Deputy Mar- 
iluda and officers from Oinoiiiiiati, giving 
them instmcUona. Abont 12 o'clodc he 
went home, and was accompanied to his 
door by Deputy Marshal Mangan. On 
entering his bedroom Mrs. Heflin noticed 
that his breathing was rather labored, 
but thought it was caused byhls walking 
home. He had Hoine trouble removing 
bis clothes, and she finally had to assist 
him. On lying down his -breathing be* 
came louder, and finally alarmed bis 
wife. iShe attempted to arouse him, but he 
had passed into a semi^eonsoioos or an- 
conscious condition, ami hIio started her 
eon at once for Dr. Owens. The latter 
responded at once to the hasty summons, 
but it was a case where physicians' efforts 
were of no avail. The stricken man 
breathed hia last a few minates after- 
wards. 

Deceased had been in declining health 

for some time. He sufl'ered from hyper- 
trophy of the heart, and tiis sudden death, 
whUe a shock to the commnnity, was not 

in the nature of a .surprise to his physic- 
ians and those acquainted with his con- 
dition. 

Captain HcHin was born at Sprinirfield, 
111., and was forty-seven years of age. 
Most of his nfe'was spent in Ma^ille. 
His wifo,who was a Miss Craine, survives 
him and he leavefj eight children. 

Deceased was first elected City Marshal 
in 1873, and served several terms. In 
1686 he served as Deputy under Mr. Red- 
mond. In 1887 he was again chosen Mar- 
shal Mid had held the office ever since, 
being a candidate for re-election at time 
of his death. 

During Garfield's and Arthur's admin- 
istration, he served as a Deputy un- 
der United States Mar-ihal .\iixier, and 
in 1885 he was a Detective on tlie C. and 
O. railroad. It was while acting as Dep- 
uty Tniteil States Marshal that the horri- 
ble outrage and murder of the Gibbons 
and Thomas children was committed at 
Ashland, and it was through his shrewd 
work that the mystery surrounding the 
crime was unraveled, and the murderers 
>^eal, Ellis and Craft brought to justice. 
The case was one of the most noted in 
criminal annals, and the exciting inci- 
dents connected with the trial and exe- 
cution of the murderers are still fresh In 
the minds of newspaj)er readers. The 
case gave deceased a wide reputation as a 
deteotiye. Hd was one of the bravest 
and shrewdest men who ever lield office, 
and was one of the best and most popu- 
lar Marshals the city ever had. 

Deceased was a member of Maysville 
Comuiandery No. 10, K. T., was a charter 
member of Limestone Lodge No. 3(i, K. 
of P., and also of Maysville Division No. 
6, IT. R., K. of P., and at the time of his 
death held the position of Colonel of the 
Second Regiment of Kentucky, U. H., K. 
of P. He was also a member of Joseph 
Heiser Post, (J. A. II. During the late 
war he was a member of the Tenth Ken- 
tucky Cavalry. 

The funeral arraii^;t'iMt ni« have not 
been completed, but tlie services will be 
held Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock.

A called meeting of the Council was 
held last night to consider measures per- 
taining to the health <rf the dty. The 
object was to adopt measures and agree 
upon plans to prevent, if possible, a visi- 
tation of the cholera. 

In tbe absence of President Cox, Mr. 
Wadsworth was chosen temporary Chair- 
man. Mr. O'Hare was excused, and Mr. 
Kehoe was chosen temporary Clerk. Most 
of the members were present 

Mr. Wadsworth opened with a few re- 
marks explaining wliy he had called the 
meeting. Dr. Owens, who was in Cin- 
cinnati yesterday conferring witli Dr. 
Prendergast and the Board of Health of 
that city in reference to quarantining 
against New York, was called upon and 
explained at length .the plans Dr. 
Prendergast suggested. Cincinnati au- 
thorities were anxious to co-operate with 
Maysville, and would send a phjrsician 
and two otiictTs here to act with and be 
under the authority of Maysville's otii- 
cials. All 0. and O. trains would be thor- 
ouglily inspected and every precaution 
taken to prevent any case of cholera 
from being brought into the city. Cin- 
cincinati would bear all the ex[>cnseH of 
the men sent here to co-operate with the 
local health authorities. It was the in- 
tention to confer with 1 x al and State 
boards all along the route, and make the 
inspection thorough from the time trains 
left New York. 

Remarks were made by Dr. Bonar, of 
Cincinnati, I'r. A.laiiison, Dr. I'hillips, 
Dr. Pickett, Postmaster Davis, Council- 
man Wood and others. 

An impression had got abroad yester- 
day that Cincinnati wanted to make 
Maysville a quarantine station and dump 
any oases here that may be foun<l on 
trains. Dr. Owens and Dr. Bonar stated 
that this was not the intention. Cincin- 
nati's officers would be underthe control 
of the local authorities and it would be 
Maysville's own fault if anything of the 
kind should happen. 

The discussion lasted for some time. A 
motion olI'iTcd by Mr. Blatterman was 
finally adopted, without a dissenting vote, 
to refer the whole matter to City Physi- 
cian Owens, with authority to act in con- 
junction with the County Board of Health 
and co-operate with the Cincinnati au- 
thorities. Dr. Owens i- to . inploy assist- 
ants if he finds it necessary. 

On motion of Mr. Newell, the Health 
Committee -in conjunction with the City 
Physician and the County Board of Health 
(composed of Drs. Pickett, Adamson and 
Cartmell) was authorised to establish a 
hospital, if it should be found necessary. 

The City Marshal was directed to notify 
citizens to dump all garbage or refuse 
matter in boxes or barrels. The garbage 
is to be carted to the river, dumped in a 
fiat, and emptied in midstream. Captain 
Phister of the ferryboat offered to do any 
towing necessary free of charge, and the 
offer was accepted. 

The Health Committee was directed to 

thoroughly disinfect the diim])3 on Second 
street extension and at Hunter's mill. 
Council then adjourned.

shall hold their offices until their suooesson are 
elected and iinaltfled. 

7. The ofllcers of this corporation sbnil be a 
President, Secretary. Treasure r and Kimi iieer. a:id 
such other iillicers 'as shall be deemed iiicessary 
for the proper conduct ol the nfiiilrs of the cor- 
jioratioii. The President, .'secretary and Treas- 
urer, and such other otiicers us may be deemed 
necessary, slinll be elected nuunallv. at the first 
meetliip of the directors, and shall hold their 
otiiccs one year or iiutil their successors are 
clei'ted and I'nialilied. Tlie duties of the otticers 
herein named abali lie prescrilied by the by-laws. 

ft. The liiabest amount of indebtedness or lia- 
bility to wnlch the corporation shall at any time 
ulileel itself shall not exceed |ier ceiil. of its 
laid up capital stock. 

'1. Private property of the stockholders shall be 
exempt from the corporate debts or liabilities.
